) 
B la c k H ills , Aug 2 0 th , 1874. f 
Special correspondence, Bismarck Tribune. 
On the 16th ult. the march was re­ 
sumed from iShort Pine Creek in a 
westerly direction, over the ridge into 
the valley of the Little Missouri, thence 
south up the river for about twenty 
miles and leaving it again on our 
right. 


THE UTTLE MISSOUBI. 
This river rises in Wyoming and runs 
in a south westerly direction through 
Western Dakota, and empties into the 
Missouri above Fort Berthold. 
It is 
crooked and turbid stream, its banks 
covered with a fair growth of timber. 
The valley of the Little Missouri is 
pretty to the eye, but judging from the 
parched condition of the grass drouth 
prevails to an alarming extent. It 
could be easily irrigated, however, and 
in that case must be exceedingly pro­ 
ductive. 
Thirty miles were marched on the 
16th, and a dry camp at night. 
The 
camps on the 17th and 18th, were made 
in the bad lands, which need no de­ 
scription. 
Here they are about five 
miles wide, however, and range north of 
the hills. 
THE BLACK HILLS. 
On the 18th, i§ it the first time ihe 
Black Hills were seen. 
On the 19th, 
we camped on the Belle Fourche River, 
near the camp of Capt. Reynolds, which 
was made fifteen years previous to 
day. The camp is on-the Belle Fourche 
—the North Fork of the Cheyenne—and 
in the skirts of the Hills. Here we 
laid over Sunday, being delayed by a 
fearful rain storm which lasted from 
Saturday until Sunday afternoon. 
From Bitter Creek to the 
Belle 
Fourche, a distance of about eight miles, 
the Hills were of a sand stone founda­ 
tion, perfectly barren excepting a few 
pine trees, and were covered with a 
thin layer of black ashes, resembling 
fine coal, from which they take their 
name. 
THE WESTERN P-VS.S. 
On the 21st, after ascending the ridge 
on the south side of the Belle Fourche 
we came into a beautifiil tract of table 
land and after crossing this, reached 
the west pass into the Black Hills, 
which is a smaller but beautiful valley. 
From the pass to Beaver Creek is a con­ 
tinuous chain of valleys, which, though 
not extensive, would make the finest 
kind of farms. 
With the exception of a small tract 
lying south of the Red Water Creek, 
which is red sand and marl, the soil is 
a deep black loam, extremely produc. 
tive. Heavy dews fall—so heavy that 
good crops could be produced without a 
drop of rain, while the facilities for 
stock growing are unsurpassed. 
Inexhaustable beds {of,gypsum, in 
some instances 25 feet thick, and as 
pure as crystal, are found here. 


BEAVBB CREEK. 
This small stream empties into the 
South Fork of the Cheyenne, and de­ 
rives its name from i^s inhabitants— 
the beaver. The valley is extremely 
beautiful and highly productive. 
MT. IN VAN KARA, 
was visited by Gen. Custer and staff, 
one of the reporters and the scientific 
crops, escorted by two companies of cav­ 
alry. Col. Ludlow with much difiBculty 
reached the highest point of the moun­ 
tain, leading his horse, and high on its 
flinty side cut the following name and 
character, viz: “Custer.” “74.” 


The height of this mountain is 1,100 
feet above its base and 7,700 feet above 
the sea, being 1,600 feet higher than 
any other point of land in the United 
States. The mountain covers about It 
square miles. 
A PARIDISE. 
Floral valley I believe is one of the 
most beautiful spots on God’s green 
earth. Beautiful flowers are on every 
hand, from which cavalrymen gathered 
bouquets while on their horses. Springs 
from the mountain sides form beautiful 
rills which ripple along over their peh* 
bly beds, the waters colorless, tasteless 
and pure. 
When the band plays, the music 
dances on the mountain tops, dives into 
the caves, rushes through the valleys 
and is returned again by the charming 
echoes, and the noise of a rifle sounds 
like that of a cannon. No wonder the 
Indians regard this the home of the 
Great Spirit. My pen fails me is des­ 
cribing the'flowers of this valley. Among 
them may be found geraniums, asters, 
the gorgeous lily, the modest daisy, the 
retiring violet, the coarse gaudy sun­ 
flower; and about fifty other varieties. 
Game abounds on every hand. Elk an­ 
tlers are strewn over the prairies, as 
are buffalo horns at Bismarck. 
This is indeed a beautiful land, a very 
paradise, and no wonder the untutored 
savage guards it with jealous care. The 
soul would be dead indeed, which could 
not appreciate the beauties of this re­ 
gion. 
CASTLE VALLEY. 
The march continues, the scenery 
changing from lovely to grand. High 
precipices rise on either hand several 
hundred feet; trout brooks spring from 
the mountain sides. 
The command 
feast on wild fruits of almost every kind. 
There are thousands of acres of rasp­ 
berries, fine and luscious. The hills 
arejplne clad,and magnificant,resembling 
castles, from which the name was de 
rived. 
Throng^ 
this valley Castls 
Creek fldwR into French Creekj a‘brandi 
the South Pork of the Cheyenne. 
CUSTER PARK. 
This beautiful valley in which we are 
now encamped, exceeds in beauty, love­ 
liness and grandeur all others. Travel­ 
ers tell me that nothing known com 
pares with it. 
The scenery in more 
interesting, more varied 
and 
more 
charming than that of the Yosemite, of 
the Yellowstone or Central Park. 
The 
Park is about fifteen miles long by three 
wide. I’ll not attempt a description but 
leave that for abler pens. 


NOT ALL GOLD THAT GLITTERS. 
The micaceous rocks in the hill sides» 
as we approach this park, glisten in the 
sun, and the mountains sometime look 
as if set with silver gems, and in some 
instances the sky and landscapes are 
reflected as in mirrors, but all is not 
gold that glitters. 
FOUND AT LAST. 
In this valley gold was at last found, 
and though bed-rock has not been 
reached, the most skeptical must be 
convinced that it is here. 
Messrs.Ross and McKay are confident 
there are rich diggings in this region 
as were ever discovered, but those who 
come out expecting to fill their saddle 
bags, haversacks, pockets, &c., with the 
precious' metal, are disappointed, for 
the largest chunks are not on the sur­ 
face. 
The explorers have secured in 
some instances as high as fifty cents from 
one pan. 
While the researches have 
not been extensive, enough is known to 
warrant the statement that the placer 
and quartz mines are rich beyond com­ 
parison, while there is every facility for 
mining. The country too is sheltered 
and operations can be carried on untiL 
late in the fall, and early in the spring. 


ACCIDENTS AND INCIDENTS. 
On the 30tb, Lt. Chance’s horse fell 
with him, cutting a deep wound below 
the knee, making a fearful but not dan­ 
gerous wound. 
^ 
On the 17lh M. Cunrnngham of H. 
Troop was taken witb dysentery from 
which he died on the 21st. Nothing is 
known of Cunningham’s relatives. He 
was a good soldier. 


On the same day a dispate arose be­ 
tween privates William RcWns and 
James Turner, which residted in the 
the death of Tnrner, ahot by Rollins. 
The trouble grew out of an old affair of 
two years* standing. Rollins fonnd his 
horse tangled in the picket rope and 
blamed Turner, who had been on stable 
guard, for it Hard words followed. 
Turner struck Rollins, Who drew his 
pistol.and shot Tumer,.the ball striking 
the left elbow, passing into the stom­ 
ach and lost itself in the backbone, caus­ 
ing death in about eight hours. Those 
who saw the affray say Turner was try­ 
ing to draw his revolver. Rollins gave 
up his, remarking that he had to shoot 
or be shot; but Turner on his death-bed 
insisted that he did not attempt to draw 
his revolver until Rollins* revolver wfs 
pointed at him. 
Turner spoke of a brother-in-law at 
Jeffersonville, Indiana. He, too, waa a 
good soldier, and was buried in accord­ 
ance with military custom. 


INDIASS. 
The dusky natives have been seen in 
small bands, but they have not interfer­ 
ed with us; we have not even had a good 
scare. 
As we came into this valley we struck 
a fresh trail and followed it about ten 
miles; came upon their camp of the pre­ 
vious night, in which the camp fires 
were still smouldering. Here the com­ 
mand halted and Lieut Wallace was 
sent forward with his scouts. Only a 
few moments elapsed before one of the 
scouts returned and reported five lodges 
of Indians two miles away. 


. BOOTS AND SADDLES 
was sounded, and Gen. Ouster, with one 
company of cavalry, went dashing dowiL. 
the valley to where the scouts were se­ 
creted, and your correspondent, armed 
with a lead pencil, followed. 
Louis Agard, who speaks the Sioux 
language, wm wnt forward with a white 
flag, w!^ inátf¿rtien ta 
Tn^ ^ 
dians of our presencé^ and. otgecti. A 
detachment of Indian seouta followed 
some distance behind, to support him io 
case of treachery on the part of the 
Sioux. 
The Ree, it is well known, are hered­ 
itary enemies of the Sioux. Here they 
thought they saw a chance for a fight, 
vnd they decked their beads with feath­ 
ers, painted their faces and were happy 
in thinking of the glorious scalp dance 
that would follow the fray. 
“Do not fire a shot unless the Sioux 
attack you,” was the stern order of the 
pale face chief, which dampened the ar­ 
der of the dusky scouts somewhat, for 
they knew too well what a violation of 
that order would cost. 
Gen. Custer, followed by two or three, 
among them your correspondent, leav­ 
ing the command in the valley, climbed 
to the crest of the hill overlooking 


THE INDIAN VILLAGE. 
How pretty the little village of clean 
white tepees nestling in the valley be­ 
low appeared. The inhabitants, uncon­ 
scious of our presence, could be seen 
moving about—the children at play on 
the green. 
The sides of the valley were covered 
with a dense growth^ of pine, affording 
shelter] for a concealed foe. 
General 
Ouster ordered up Col. Hart with the re­ 
mainder of the command, as it was pos­ 
sible the fiee tepees might be only a de­ 
coy. The precaution was a wise one, 
hut unnecessary. 
Again cautioning the Rees concerning* 
an unprovoked attack, Gen. Caster or­ 
dered the scouts to advance on the vil­ 
lage, presuming the approach of the 
scouts would create lew alarm than 
would that of the cavalry. 
The women and children were alone 
in the village. The Indians were hunt­ 
ing in the forests. All was serene, for 
they had not heard of the advance of 
the white man. 
The children were struck with coo- 
sternation and fled to the boshes. The 
squaws were almost dumb with fright, 
and Agard*s words did little to assure 
them. 
m 


SLOW BULL. 
H[One of the men named Slow Bull was 
near, and brayely came forward, but he 
was alone, and what could he do to pro­ 
tect the village ? 
Agard pointing up the valley, said: 
*‘Here comes the white chief, the one in 
the blue shirt, galloping at the head of 
his command. Let him assure you of 
our good intentions.” Coming upon 
the village at a rattling pace, Gen. Ous­ 
ter was the first to alight from his horse 
and greeting Slow Bull with the cus­ 
tomary Indian salutation, “How,” 
grasped Slow Bull by the hand, and 
smoked with him the pipe of peace; the 
spuaws meantime, had become at ease, 
and the children returned to their play 
ground. 
Slow Bull said he was a good Indian. 
He was certainly hospitable, and we 
were invited inside and introduced to 
his wives, one of whom was a daughter 
of Red Cloud, and the Indians were 
Unkapapas, from the Red Cloud 
Agency. 
MRS. SLOW BULL. 
Mrs. R. C. Slow Bull was a very pretty 
looking Indian woman. Her long black 
hair was neatly braided, and her dark 
bright eyes and white teeth gave ex­ 
pression to a countenance indicating a 
warm heart. 
She, with her neighbors,had been very 
much frightened, but when she found 
that their scalps were safe she resumed 
her gum chewing and became very so­ 
ciable, and was really glad to welcome 
us and entertained us in a lively man­ 
ner. Her tepee was the neatest and 
cleanest of the five. The family effects 
not needed for immediate use were 
packed away, neatly tied up in clean 
skins. The fioors were carpeted with 
other skins, and on every hand was evi­ 
dence of taste and industry—and vanity 
as well. 
Mrs. Slow Bull is not only a fashion­ 
able woman, but domestic as well, and 
has an eye to business. After the ice 
was broken, she informed Gen. Custer 
that she had not a bit of coffee or sugar 
and that the children had been crying 
f or some days for both. 
The General informed her that he 
would make the little ones happy by sup­ 
plying this deficiency, when she chatted 
more sweetly, Agard acting as inter­ 
preter, your correspondent' amusing 
himself reporting the conversation and 
on looking over my report, I find the 
conversation infinitely superior to the 
senseless gossip which is too apt to pre­ 
vail in civilized society. 
During the conversation, Mrs. S. B. 
took up one of her little ones, and stud­ 
ied its craniology with more minute­ 
ness than would be considered polite in 
good society, but it was no doubt quite 
necessary. 
ONE STAB. 
One Stab, the chief of the band, an 
old and shtftless fellow, came in and 
he also smoked the pipe of peace with us. 
And after a long interview between he 
and Gen. Custer, One Stab concluded to 
go with us and remains with us]at the 
present time acting as our guide. 
CONCLUSION. 
We shall remain in this valley five 
days and then proceed to the head waters 
of the Little Missouri and return to Fort 
Lincoln. 
Our camp is situated in latitude 43:3G^ 
and longitude 103:30^: about 180 miles 
south of Bismarck—in a direct line prob­ 
ably 240 miles southwest.

The Plats and Records have been re­ 
ceived from the Fargo Land OfSce by 
Col. Brown, Receiver of jthe Bismarck 
Office, but it is necessary to give [¡thirty 
days notice before any business can be 
done. This notice can not be given 
until the Register qualifies; he cannot 
qualify until blanks are received from 
the Department. As soon as qualified, 
Mr. Mantorr will telegraph to Col. 
Brown, when notice will be given. 
Hon. M. K. Armstrong, and wife, 
arrived Monday evening, but returned 
next day to Fargo. Mr. Armstrong 
positively declines to accept the 
nomination of the Democratic Conven­ 
tion for a re-election. He will return 
to Bismarck in a few days, as he has 
his eye fixed on coal land. ^

The Sentiment in Northern Dakota. 
While the Republican Party in Southern Dakota is 
joyful over the reconciliation effected in its ranks, 
and sanguine of the success of its candidates, the 
inhabitants of the Northern part of the Territory 
manifest great indifference to the nominations, and 
seem disposed to await the action of all parties be­ 
fore coming to a decision. This indifference is due 
to the wide spread conviction that the interests of 
Northern Dakota have been ignored by the stronger 
party, and that our influence could be of no avail, 
unless dissention prevailed in their ranks.—Fargo 
Express. 
The writer has conversed with scores 
of leading citizens in Northern Dakota, 
relating to the candidates of the Elk 
Point Convention, since his return from 
the convention, and has yet to meet a 
single Republican, aside from the two 
persons connected with the Fargo Ex- 
prm^ dissatisfied with the action of the 
convention; on the contrary, he has 
been congratulated on every hand be­ 
cause of the result, and in many in­ 
stances, by Democrats, who acknowledge 
the ability and integrity of Judge Kid­ 
der, and who announce their determi 
nation to support him. He has been 
shown letters from residents in Pembi 
na and other counties, who are in a 
position to Icnow the sentiment in those 
locatities, and in every instance the re­ 
ports are favorable. 
It is true that Northern Dakotaians 
do not feel th^t peculiar joy indulged 
in by Southern Dakotaians over the re 
conciliation, but it is because they have 
not taken a hand in the dissentions of 
the past—and, therefore, have not felt 
the sting of defeat, but they commend 
the work of the convention, and those 
who pretend to be Republicans will sup 
port its candidates. 
There are those who are waiting the 
action of the other conventions before 
announcing their position, but they are 
not republicans, and do not pretend to 
be, and their course is to be commend­ 
ed, but the indications are certainly 
favorable for not only a united party, 
but for pretty nearly a united vote in 
Northern Dakota in favor of Judge 
Kidder. 
There is an attempt being made to 
stir up a division, on the plea that the 
interests of Northern Dakota were ig­ 
nored in the Elk Point Convention, and 
outside assistance has been offered one 
or more gentlemen here if they will 
run for delegate; but it is only to stir up 
strife in order to again elect the candi­ 
date of the minority. 
How were the interest of Northern 
Dakota ignored in the Elk Point Con­ 
vention? 
All was conceded that the delegates 
from Northern Dakota asked, viz: the 
nomination of a man in whom our 
people could have confidence, and the 
adoption of a plank in the platform 
favoring the division of the territory. 
Who have we that would make a better 
delegate than Judge Kidder—who have 
we among us that would stand a ghost 
of a show for election, were he running. 
Until a better name can be suggested, 
those dissatisfied would do well to hold 
their peace. On what ground, pray tell 
us, could we claim the delegate? We do 
not claim to have more than one-fourth 
of the population of the territory, and 
that in the main unorganized, while we 
are seeking to cut loose from the south­ 
ern portion and start out on our own 
account, and certainly could not claim 
as onr right, a concession of both terri­ 
tory and representation. 
We could not claim, consistently, the 
the Superintendent of Public Instruc­ 
tion, for Southern Dakota has fifty 
schools to our one—and perhaps even a 
greater proportion, and a man who 
would claim for Northern Dakota, that 
position, under the circumstances, 
would be considered by sensible men, a 
fit subject for the lunatic asylum. 
As to the position of Commissioner 
of Immigration, we do not claim to have 
any interests in common with South­ 
ern Dakota, and taking from them the 
Commissioner of Immigration, would 
result only in damage to them, with­ 
out doing us the least good. No reason 
could be advanced why we should have 
it, but many reasons occurred why it 
belonged to Southern Dakota. 
As to the Auditor and Treasurer. 
Can any one 
why Northern Dakota 
should require the election of one Of 
her citizens to either of these positions? 
Who have we among us who would 


think of accepting one of 
them. 
They are 
almost without emol­ 
ument, aftd as to the honor—that don’t 
pay in these hard times. 
The T ribune doubts if the Express 
can name a man in Northern Dakota, 
who would have consented, under the 
circumstances, to stand as a candidate 
for any of the positions on the ticket, 
aside from that of Delegate, and no one 
but Maj. Dickey has yet appeared who 
would have stood as a candidate for 
that position, and the Major is aware 
that defeat would have been certain in 
his case, for Southern Dakota would 
have united, as Northern Dakota is ex­ 
pected to do, in the support of the man 
who could do them the most good. 
It is urged that Northern Dakota was 
entitled to something, but the fact that 
that particular something can not be 
poTnted out, reminds one of an un 
trained young one, who persists in 
whining, though its every want is pro 
vided for. 
It is claimed that the opposition will 
concede something to Northern Dakota^ 
and because of that concession will 
make a sweep. Our people are not to be 
caught with chaff. They will not sacri­ 
fice their interests for the sake of voting 
for somebody who don’t want position, 
and who could not hope to be elected, 
who has been named for some one of 
these unimportant positions. 
Nor will they vote for a decoy, who 
naay run for delegate only to divide the 
vote. 


THE BLACK HILLS. 
The reports are now all in, and the 
news of the gold discoveries sent by the 
T ribune special is confirmed. Gen. 
Custer is very cautious in his state­ 
ments, but he mentions one instance 
where fifty pieces of gold, the size of a 
pin-head, were taken from one pan. The 
Inter-Ocean correspondent, drawing 
his inspiration, 4o some extent, from 
Gen. Custer, who has requested the 
correspondents to be particularly care­ 
ful about exagerating, throws cold water 
on the discoveries, but mentions another 
instance where thirty-five cents were 
secured from two pans of dirt, Miners 
can put this and that together, and 
draw their own conclusions. The St. 
Paul Press report also mentions the dis­ 
covery of gold and silver in paying 
quantities, and declares the Black Hills 
the new El-Dorado. 
It should be born in mind that the 
T ribune reporter has better facilities 
than any other. He is in the “mess” 
with the explorers, and was instructed 
to go with them, and take off his coat, 
and dig, if necessary—in any event, in 
the very nature of things, he will come 
in possession of information kept from 
others, because the explorers promise to 
report only to the Commanding officer, 
but their knowledge can not be kept 
from our correspondent, because he is 
one among them—sleeps with them, 
and eats with them. 
Immediately on the return of the ex­ 
pedition, the T ribune will issue a double 
sheet, giving all the information that 
can be obtained on the subject—gathered 
not only from its own correspondent, 
but from the officers—the scientific 
gentlemen accompanying, and others, 
and if the people of Bismarck will give 
us sufficient encouragement, will print 
5,000 extra papers. The expense will 
be $200, but it is the cheapest and best 
way the public can be advised of the im­ 
portance of the discoveries, and of the 
fact that BismarcK is the nearest point 
to the gold region. 
The Inter‘Ocean correspondent shows 
that the richest prospects are found on 
the north side of the hill, in the ra­ 
vines and streams running to the north­ 
ward. 


THE SCANDAL. 
Though earnestly urged by Beecher 
to do so, Frank Moulton declined 
state the fac^ within his knowledge, re­ 
lating to the Tilton affair, before the in 
vestigating committee, or to produce 
the alleged correspondence. He pro 
duccd what he styled copies of three 
letters from Beecher, but not the orig 
inals. 
Beecher came forward with his state 
ment, in which he gives a circumstan 
tial account of the whole affair, which 
seems to be a black-mailing arrange 
ment on the part of Tilton, and Mou 
ton, who was backing Tilton’s Golden 
Age^ from begining to end. The checks 
where Beecher had paid them severa 
thousand dollars, were produced before 
the committee. Beecher’s statement is 
even stronger than Tilton’s indictment 
and will be accepted by all as a com 
plete vindication, except those who are 
determined to consider him guilty, no 
matter how innocent he proves himse 
to be. 
Woodhull and her crowd have gone 
to Europe, and Tilton, Moulton, and the 
whole crew of conspirators are com 
pletely hushed.

Elsewhere appears a statement of an 
interview with Charley Reynolds, Cus 
ter’s scout, in which his impressions of 
gold in the Black Hills, are given. 
Reynolds is correctly reported, his state 
ments will set the Missouri Riyer men 
wild, for whatever report Charley Rey 
nolds makes, will be accepted. The 
same is true of Messrs. Ross and Me 
Kay, the practical miners accompany 
ing the expedition. 
Custer, in his official report, says 
fifty pieces of gold, the size of pin 
heads, were taken from one pan; the 
Inter-Ocean man says thirty-five cents 
from two pans, but Charley Reynold’ 
statement of three cents to the pan 
will be accepted as evidence of rich 
mines. That, even, is good enough, an 
old miner at our elbow says. 
Elsewhere, also, appears a letter from 
the Bismarck T ribune special corres 
pondent, accompanying the expedition 
giving further details. We know our 
correspondent so well, that we wil 
vouch for the truth of every statement 
in this matter, made by him. As it is 
stated above, he possesses facilities for 
obtaining information not possessed by 
any other. 
H. N. Ross, one of the miners ac 
companying the expedition, writes to 
J. C. Dodge of this place cautioning 
him not to get excited over the gold dis­ 
coveries. He says they have found fair 
diggings, and believes if he had time he 
should discover good mines. He speaks 
in the highest terms of the country, say­ 
ing it is the finest he has ever seen 
Charley Reynolds will arrive at Bis­ 
marck this evening. 
The T ribune is indebted to to the St. 
Paul Dispatch^ which, though opposed 
to Custer’s expedition, not only pub­ 
lished the fairest and fullest synopsis of 
Custer’s report,but published it before 
any other paper. In telling of its tri 
umphs in journalism the other day the 
Dispatch forgot this item. 
The local campaign is opened this 
week by the friends of Dr. Slaughter, 
taking advantage of our advertising 
columns to invite him to become a can 
didate for the Council. It should be 
remembered that the T ribune is open 
to all on the same terms, and until all 
the candidates are in the field, we shall 
iave nothing to say—and not then if 
all are good men. 


.The Bismarck T ribune runs its pol­ 
itics on the European plan.

Whether the water-power of Niagara 
Falls will ever be fully utilized is a 
question that no one can now answer. 
The present generation has not done it, 
but judging by our progress beyond the 
achievements of our predecessors, there 
is no telling what posterity may be able 
to do. Some one has already humor­ 
ously suggested that a huge water- 
wheel which at Niagara might be made 
to turn a shaft passing “across the 
State of New York,” by means of which 
power could be “let out.” But the joke 
now may be to some extent a reality in 
the future. Could Niagara be utilized, 
its water-power would far exceed all the 
other water-powers we now use. The 
last census shows that in 1870 there 
were 52,017 water-wheels in use in 
American manufacturing establish­ 
ments, which ^ had an aggregate of 
1,130,416 horse-power. Yet at Niagara 
the power of that grand waterfall is 
ten times as much as this huge aggre­ 
gate, for a correspondent of the Smith­ 
sonian Institute, who has investigated 
the subject, states that the Niagara 
water-power is equivalent to 11,363,036 
horse-power.

IN THE MEADOWS STEEWN 
WITH HAY. 
Deatli in the Forest—A Temper­ 
ance Lesson. 
A Chatty Letter—Delayed, but 
Interesting. 


P ain ted W o o d s L ake, in th e ^ 
H ay M eadow s, July 15, 1874.^ 
To the editor of the Bismarck Tribune, 
Well, here we are, as jolly, hard­ 
working, earnest a crew of men as ever 
put a sickle into the long waving grass, 
or that ever pitched a ton of hay. Our 
camp is situated in the middle of the 
meadows which are four miles in width, 
and three*miles long. On the north of 
us lie the Painted Woods, and Mandan 
lake—a lake possessing clear, pure 
water, abounding in fish. On the west 
the “Big Muddy” rushes restlessly 
along; on the east, the high table lands, 
and on the south, the north end of 
Painted Woods. 
Game—ducks, snipe, curlew, deer and 
elk, all abound profusely. One of our 
boys “laid low” the antlered monarch 
of this part of God’s domain, which 
Joe. Taylor has tried for the past two 
years to “draw a bead” on, and has 
failed. To be sure, he was a beauty, 
weighing, when dressed, over six hund­ 
red pounds, carrying a magnificent 
pair of antlers, fully in velvet. It was 
a pity to kill this noble denizeo of the 
forest; but we were living on wood­ 
chuck, and with us it was a clear case 
of elk, or no cow, no meat. Yester­ 
day and to-day we were luxuriating on 
this choice meat and the boys say “it is 
well.” 
camp LIFE, 
at this season of the year, to one unac­ 
quainted with its healthy, bracing, life- 
giving properties, would seem a cause 
for wonderment. Here am I, every 
night sleeping in the open air, with the 
canopy of Heaven for a roof, and the 
bright, twinkling stars scintillating and 
winking at us, in a manner that carries 
otrr thoughts far back, to the days of 
Auld Lang Syne, soothing one to 
sweet, balmy sleep, that is only to be 
broken- into by the approach of bright 
dawn.' 
So far, we have not been raised into 
that ethereal sphere, by the siren songs 
of the “skeets.” They have all gone to 
see their aunt. 
DEATH IN the WOODS. 
Early this morning. County Commis­ 
sioner Mereer, and Justice Taylor call­ 
ed upon me to assist in the post-mortem 
examination of the dead body of a man, 
whom Mr. Taylor discovered in the 


dense forests, about four miles north of 
our camp. We reached the sad scene 
after an immense struggle in the under 
brush, and there we saw the skeleton 
remains of what was once .know as 
“French Joe,” (his surname I have been 
unable to ascertain.) Messrs. Taylor, 
Mercer and Dion, recognized the de­ 
ceased by his clothing. The remains 
would have proven nothing, as the tur­ 
key buzzards had stripped all the flesh 
from the bones, as clean as if done with 
a knife. Nothing remained but the 
hair, skin, bones, and the flesh on the 
feet. In the pocket of his pants was 
found three dollars in currency, and in 
a place where he had lain previous to 
his death, sixty cents in scrip was found. 
This man must have suflfered a terribly 
agonizing death; there were three 
places near each other, that showed ter­ 
rible and shocking evidence of his 
death; great bushes were broken in all 
directions, and the grass and earth was 
much torn up all around. It was a sad 
sad sight; three miles from an isolated 
homestead, a mile from any water, with 
no companion, this robust man was 
suddenly cut down, and died, friendless, 
and alone, with no eye, save that of his 
Maker, upon him. We buried him as 
well 
circumstances would permit, 
and left his remains with saddened 
hearts and shocked nerves. The theory 
of the cause of his death is this: About 
a month ago, “Joe” had been drinking 
hard, and the neighbors hereabouts 
noticed that he acted strangely. He 
was attacked with delirium tremens, 
and while laboring with this fell des­ 
troyer, wandered' off into the forest, 
became lost, and finally died of thirst 
and starvation. It was a short vol­ 
ume, but one full of the most touching 
and heart-rending temperance teach­ 
ings, it has ever been our lot to learn. 
It was a horrible death, and teaches a 
fearful lesson. 
personal. 
W. II. Mercer, one of our worthy 
County Commissioners, is around as 
usual; J. H. Taylor, Justice of the 
Peace for the Painted Woods district, 
because the law is dull, is becoming a 
terror to the wild denizens of the for­ 
est and prairies. His aim is unerring, 
and he knows the exact spot where to 
find game. What he don’t know about 
this section of the country isn’t worth 
knowing. The genial Williams, whose 
front name is Dan, we have yet to 
shake with. He is just now slashing 
around, among the Bismarckites.

J u d g e K id d er’s A ccep tan ce- 
The letter of Judge Kidder, accepting 
the nomination of the Republicans of 
Dakota for Delegate in Congress, so 
unanimously tendered him, which letter 
is printed in another column, may be ac­ 
cepted as reflecting the real feelings of 
the man. It is quite to be expected; we 
are aware that a letter of this sort is to 
say that the honor conferred is unsought, 
and that personal desire is against stand­ 
ing as a candidate. Where men have 
worked and wire-pulled, and been chiefly 
instrumental in securing their own pre­ 
ferment, they are accustomed to come 
forward with all the modesty imagina­ 
ble, to thank their friends, express sur­ 
prise, etc., when their friends know 
that an opposite result would have been 
terribly disappointing and wretchedly 
exasperating. But, when Judge Kidder 
says he accepts the nomination tendered 
him by the Elk Point convention at a 
sacrifice of personal feeling and pecun­ 
iary interest, he expresses no more than 
his honest feeling and the apparent 
truth. He was not present at the con­ 
vention that nominated him, and had 
no thought of being taken up as the 
chief candidate on the ticket there nom­ 
inated. His name had been mentioned 
during the canvass preceding the con­ 
vention, but he had uniformly assured 
his friends that he was not a candidate, 
and was not in the race. Had he been 
at the convention we have good reason 
for saying that he would have promptly 
and positively declined, no matter 
though the nomination had come to him 
86 to nothing, instead of 82 to 4, a.s it 
did. Not many men, particularly men 
in public life, nowadays who will per­ 
emptorily refuse an opportunity to go to 
Congress; but Judge Kidder’s ambition 
or tastes do not lie in that direction. 
The office cannot honor him, for he is 
above that; but in him, as we believe, 
the office will find honor. His present 
position on the bench is one he natural­ 
ly prefers, one much more congenial to 
him, and one in which, in view of all 
the circumstances, it is to his pecuniary 
profit to retain. But he sacrifices per­ 
sonal consideration to the interests of 
the Republican party in the Territory. 
His declination would undo much of, 
and maybe all, the good work in behalf 
of unity that has been accomplished. 
He appreciates the situation, and acts 
accordingly. Could he have refused to 
stand, without prejudice to the party 
whose candidate he is and whose good 
he greatly desires, we are sure he would 
have declined. Now that he has accept­ 
ed, he of course will enter the campaign 
and do effective work. With such a 
candidate, with the good record of the 
Elk Point convention behind him, the 
Republicans of Dakota cannot fail of 
success—and deserved success.—Sioux 
City Journal.

The Sioux City e/bwrnaZ, in speaking 
of Charley Reynolds, styles him “the 
most daring, successful and popular 
scout of the Northwest.” 
Reynolds had just come in from Fort 
Laramie, on his way to Bismarck, and 
was interviewed by a Journal man. He 
reports the distance from Fort Laramie 
to Custer’s Valley, as 200 miles. Char­ 
ley had made it alone, through an Indian 
country. He performed a similar serv­ 
ice for Gen. Stanley, last summer, car­ 
rying dispatches 200 miles to Fort 
Benton. 
The e/bwrnaZ says Charley is not at 
all excited as to gold, but says while he 
did not pick up any nuggets, and did 
not know that any of the expedition 
had, he knows that there is gold there, 
for he had seen the explorers wash sur­ 
face dirt which yielded two or three 
cents to the pan, and it was the opinion 
of the practical miners along with the 
expedition, that if the earth should be 
removed down to the bed-rock, rich de­ 
posits of the precious metal would be 
found. When Reynolds left, no thor­ 
ough researches had been made; only a 
little surface digging having been at­ 
tempted, but enough had been done to 
indicate gold, and probably iu great 
quantities,the indications, as the miners 
say, all- being rich. Every member of 
the expedition is satisfied that the Black 
Hills are rich in gold and silver. 
Gen. Custer, with five companies of 
cavalry, accompanied Reynolds to a 
point on the south fork of the Cheyenne, 
where he left him on the 3d inst. Rey­ 
nolds traveled principally in the night, 
eluding the observation of the Indian 
war parties, watching the expedition, 
with which the country is full. 
INDIAN OÜTEAGE. 
Employees Attacked by Indians 
at Fort Peck—One Seriously 
Wounded—Cattle Stolen. 


F ort P eck, M. T., July 24, 1874. 
Editor Bismarck Tribune: 
While two of the agency etnpioyee.s, 
W. Cantrell, a herder, and Wni. Ben- 
oist, the interpreter, were trying to 
pull some cattle out of the mire which 
they had fallen into, they were fired at 
by some Indians who wore hid in the 
bush, about thirty feet from them. 
They heard the hru.sh crack, and one of 
them—Cantrell, .saw a gun coining 
through the willows, and crying “In­ 
dian-!” turned to jump into the brush 
on the hank. He received four balls in 
his hip. He succeeded in reaching the 
top of the bank, and ran about fifty 
yards in the brush, when he became so 
exhausted that he could proceed no 
further. The Indians lost sight of him, 
but followed the other man about half 
a mile toward the fort, when they re­ 
returned and killed the two cattle that 
were mired and got possession of the 
men’s horses. Benpist soon reached the 
fort—about a mile and a half distant, 
and gave the alarm, when several men 
immediately started in pursuit of the 
Indians, but did not succeed in captur­ 
ing them. The wounded man was 
found and taken to the fort, and is at 
present doing well. Benoist escaped 
unhurt. The interpreter thinks the In­ 
dians were Minneconjon Sioux.
